COMMENT ON NO CODE LICENSING 


“Back in the very early 1930's in Birmingham, AL, two 
high-school students who lived about six miles apart were 
bitten by the amateur radio bug, They likely caught it 
from handling galena crystals with cat whiskers while lis- 
tening to BC stations, But they determined to obtain their 
ham tickets and did so through self taught code lessons, 
home made copper tank coils, 201A tubes, grid leaks and 
chewing-gum condensers. (ne student was licensed as W4AGT, 
the other was W4BFP, They earned their tickets the hard 
way by almost flunking their high school finals. 


Today's teenagers are a lot smarter than those two were 
53 years ago, Today's students have the know how to phone

VINTAGE RADIO, Morgan E. McMahon, NOVY, (revised, edited 
and expanded from Greenwood's original), Vintage Radio, 
Rolling Hills, CA (publisher), McMahon's Vintage Radio, Box 
1335, North Highlands, CA 95660 (distributor), 213 pp. 


This is a fine starting point for anyone interested 
in the history of radio. After the introductory chapters, 
the book is devoted ot (in order): 


BARLY TRANSMITTERS AND BROADCASTING: In text, in illustra- 
tions and in reproduced advertisements you will find the 
whole bit: spark, Alexanderson alternators, arc, vacuum tube 
and c-W telegraphy and telephony (both arc and v.t.) Many 
excellent, identified photographs are included. 


RECEIVERS: ‘This chapter is a grand catalog of radio recei- 
vers from the longwave, spark days to spinning-disc T.V. (a 
36-line picture a whole inch and a half square--genuine 
monochrome too!) 


RECEIVER COMPONENTS: Everything you need. Loose couplers, 
variometers, honeycomb coils, Reinartz coils and detectors 
of many principles--even the old de Forest gas flame detec- 
tor which is hardly mentioned elsewhere. There are also 
vacuum tubes in a weird and wonderful variety (excellently 
illustrated) as well as earphones (Baldwin, Murdoch, Brandes), 
speakers--the dilly on page 200 which looks like a Sousaphone 
should interest you. Even the old diaphram-cone controversy 
surfaces. Likewise you'll find batteries, battery chargers, 
eliminators--ah", those were the days--service equipment and 
wavemeters. 


From the buy-the-components-and-build-the-radio-set days, 
comes an illustration reprinted from Scientific American. 
The lead length you will have to see; I can't write about 
it. 


Would you really like to know my major problem in review- 
ing this book? 1 couldn't tear myself loose from any 
single page to get on with the work. The book probably 
won't bring tears to your eyes, but all the same, while 
going through it, T couldn't help saying to myself, "'Some- 
thing's gone from this business. Some of the glamour has 
tarnished a little by the technology. Perhaps T know too 
much now."

Like the other books of this genre, there are hundreds of 
reprinted advertisements and some technical information. 
Unlike the other books, this one has some space devoted to 
radio program format and other non-technical aspects of 
radio broadcasting. In this regard, the work is suffici- 
ently detailed to include comment on some of the early 
(radio) soap operas. It is also interesting to note how 
the emergence of television has, of necesssity, worked 
great changes in the format and content of radio broadcast- 
ing. 

The development of T.V, is traced from the Campbel1l-Swin- 
ton cathode ray T.V. receiver of 1908 (strictly on paper 
but amazingly detailed) through the Nipkow spinning disc 
method to its present state. 

There is also a chapter on Amateur Radio which covers the 
whole affair from earliest times to present. The chapter 
includes photographs of historic amateur stations, amateur 
equipment and operators, 


Of particular historic interest is a reprint of David 
Sarnoff's 1916 memo. If there was a kick-off in the game 
of getting radio out of the marine, experimental and amateur 
services and into the hands of the public, I should think 
that this memo is it.

MAX ARNOLD, W4WHN 


Our QCWA Secretary, Max Arnold, W4WHN, became a silent 
Key at the age of 65, early on Sunday morning, July 31, 
1983. 


Services were held on Monday, August 1, 1983, at the 
Temple in Nashville, Tennessee, with Rabbi Randall Falk 
officiating. Graveside rites, military ceremonies and in- 
terment were at the Temple Cemetery in Nashville. He is 
survived by his wife Rosemary, and two step-children, Emily 
and Frederic May. 


Max Arnold was well known in ARRL and QCWA circles nation 
wide in addition to being especially recognized and appre- 
ciated in the Delta Division of ARRL and his home area 2f 
Nashville. A former ARRL Delta Division Director and later 
Vice-President, Max graciously accepted when he was nomin- 
ated and elected to serve as Secretary for QCWA. Ironi- 
cally, July 21st was the last day on which ballots for his 
re-election as QCWA Secretary could be mailed. He never 
knew that he had been re-elected by a large ballot. 


At the time of his death, Max was Presideut of Sutherland 
Millwork Company, the oldest millwork Company in the USA. He 
was also a retired U. S. Army warrant officer as well as a 
Mason and Shriner.

During KW-IT, Bob was in the Signal Corps, and after the 
War he returned to Chattanooga and helped install the first 
TV sets in town, with reception from the Atlanta, Georgia 
stations, several years before Chattanooga had its own TV 
stations. Bob's installations had one advantage over most 
of the others, His would receive that weak TV signal. 


Bob was a very good painter. He especially liked to 
paint steam engines and was proud o* the ones he had hang- 
ing on the walls at his house.

Hans Schleifenbaum, DLIYA, became a silent key on October 
18, 1983, just one month after his 75th birthday. Hans was 
not only a charter member but the founder of Chapter 106 of 
QCWA and .of which he was president until his death. Under 
his wonderful management, Chapter 106 was growing with 200 
members from more than 11 European countries, Hans was not 
only the motor for Chapter 106, he can also be regarded as 
the Founder of the Austrian Chapter.

Services were held Thursday, January 5, 1984, for Edwin 
S. Crane, a retired building inspector for the Village of 
Hempstead, who-died of a heart ailment at Nassau Hospital 
in Mineola. Edwin, who had lived in Hempstead Village 
since 1929, worked for the village for 34 years and had 
retired as Superintendant of Building Inspectors in 1966. 
During World War I, Edwin served in the Army in Europe. 


For more than 66 years, Edwin had been an amateur radio 
operator with the call W2EF. Ed was one of the six in the 
round-table on November 14, 1947, that decided to call a 
meeting for the purpose of forming a fraternal time organi- 
zation. The only one left of the six is Irving Groves, 
K4HT, who held the call W2DX, at that time. Of the 34 who 
participated in the resulting meeting at Pappas's Restau- 
rant, on December 5, 1947, there are now only eight left; 
WIHRX, W4AMJ, W2BR, K4HT, W2KW, W2PF, W2RB and W2CVF. From 
that meeting came all that is now QCWA! 


Edwin was a member of American Legion Post No. 390, for 
56 years, a member of the Hempstead Fire Department for 53 
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years and a mason of the Conucopia Lodge, in Flushing, for 
45 years. Since 1939 he was a member of the Freeport Yacht 
Club and participated with members of that group in patrols 
with the No. 1306 Coast Guard Flotilla.

1917 - 1983 


Vie Clark, W4KFC, President of ARRL and active member of 
OCWA, became a silent key on November 25, 1983, following a 
massive heart attack, 


Vic was-probably the world's best known and best loved 
Amateur. He had devoted a life-time of dedicated service 
to Amateur Radio, First licensed as W6KFC, in 1933, at the 
age of 16, Vic immediately became active in ARRL traffic 
nets and began piling up records in contests and collecting 
operating awards, By 1937 he had become SCM of Arizona, at 
the age of 20, and was awarded the first Hiram Percy Maxim 
Memorial Award that same year, He served as Route Manager 
for ARRL and Assistant NCS for the Army Amateur Radio Sy 
tem (the forerunner of Army MARS). 


Vie then went on to become SCM of Virginia, served as the 
Assistant Director of the Roanoke Division for 18 years and 
in 1967 was elected Director of the Division. He was an 
active member of the FCC's Advisory Committee. In 1976 he 
was elected Vice President of ARRI, and played a major role 
in the Preparatory Committee and the 1979 International 
World Administrative Radio Conference in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, He served as President of the TARU Region 2 organi- 
zation for five years, planning and chairing hemispheric 
conferences in Panama (1978) and Peru (1980) and the Region 
3 conference in Bangkok, Thailand (1978), 


Vic was a Charter Life Member of ARRL. Life Member of the 
Quarter Century Wireless Association, A Fellow in the Radio” 
Club of America and 2 Senior Membér of the Institute of 
Electronic Engineers and a member of the Society of Airway 
Pioneers. He was a Charter Life Member of AMSAT, Member of 
AWA, and SOP, a charter member and past president of the 
Potomac Valley Radio Club, He took an active part“in 4-H 
activities. 


Vic earned his private pilots 
license while in his early 20's 
He took a Bachelor of Science 
Degree from George Washington 
University and went to work for 
the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration in Washington.

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WIRELESS MEMORIES - BY KEITH STREET, G3DKS/W4 


Previous short articles which | have jotted down for your 
amusement covered the 1920's and 1930's, but after eight of 
them, the old computer seems to have run out of memory. So 
| thought that it might be fun to recall the immediate post- 
World War 1! period - which after all, Is now nearly 40 
years ago, and just before the formation of the QCWA. 
war years themselves were not funny at all. 


The 


Returning from a most interesting spell of duty in Berlin 
tn 1945, | found myself on the Secretariat of the Wireless 
Telegraphy Board and the British Joint Communications Board 
in London. We had splendid offices at 143 Piccadilly, which 
was next door to a home occupied by King George VI, when he 
was Duke of York, and our primary assignment was to sort out 
the mess which had built up in the world of wireless, mostly 
due to World War I1, since the ITU World Administrative 
Telecommunications Conference held at Cairo in Egypt in 1938. 


In particular, we were concerned to set up a new Frequency 
Allocation Table, to take care of new requirements like ra- 
dar, to allow for restarting the amateur service and of 
course to ensure that the US and UK military services re- 
tained room to operate. At that time, we still had a "'Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff" in Washington, so that US/UK coopera- 
tlon was very close. Of course, there were many nations who 
also wanted a piece of the action, but in general, in those 
simpler days, many went along with Uncle Sam, and others 
with "Uncle King'': we could count, for example, upon Cana- 
dian, Australian, New Zealand, Indian, African, etc, support 
and together with friends and allies, we figured that we had 
enough support to sort things out. 


The first move was to get the US and UK plans lined up, 
and for this purpose a Government-to Government conference 
was set up in Bermuda, where many divergencies were resolved. 
The next problem was that the World War || Allies included 
Russia, France and China, and clearly they should be given a 
share in the decision-making. Fortunately, China didn't 
want to play, and both France and Russla accepted the idea 
of preliminary 5-power conferences in Paris and Moscow, with 
a final World-wide affair at Atlantic City in the US in 1947. 


The Atlantic City Conference with some 1000 delegates from 
150 nations taking part throughout the summer of 1947, is a 
story in Itself, but first I'd like to tell you a little 
about the prior 5-power conferences, and especially the 
Moscow affair. 


In 1946 we went to Paris, and reached agreement on our 
proposed Frequency Plan with the French, including the ex- 
pected start-up of an expanded amateur service, although it 
was already apparent that the ''short wave'' radio broadcast 
interests were going to demand vast areas of spectrum space, 
and that battle would be joined over the carve-up of the HF 
bands. However, my chief memories of the Paris Conference 
were: 


1. The absolutely splendid hotel suite in which | found 
myself accommodated, due to the fact that my Boss 
had described me to the Quai d'Orsay (French Foreign 
Office) as a "Chef du Division", since no other 
French description seemed to him to fit. As a re- 
sult, the Delegation Meetings and Cocktail Parties 
were held in my rooms, and | got very little sleep. 


The absolutely marvellous meals which the French 
Delegation served up at our "working" lunches and 
dinners - at that time, food was still severely 
rationed in England. 


3. The "Girls Grand Prix" which occurred each evening 
as we tried to leave our hotel. A large posse of 
"ladies of the evening" raced their Renaults, 
Peugots and Citroens across the Place de la Con- 
corde to enquire whether they might be of service. 


Then, on to Moscow in October 1946 where, upon arrival, it 
became clear at once that the Russians had suffered greatly 
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during World War II. Although physical damage was less ap- 
parent, conditions generally seemed worse than in the London 
we had just left - and those were surely bad enough in 1946. 
We were accommodated in what had been a magnificient Victo~ 
rian-type hotel - 30 years before: typically, when one 
turned on a “hot'' tap in the bathrooms, there was a long 
pause, a gurgle, and a pint or so of brown fluid ran out. 
However, a lot of amusing things happened; for example, on 
the first morning we walked (of course, there were no cars 
or taxis) to the British Embassy, where we were told to be 
very circumspect in what we said and did, and thence to the 
conference room set aside by our hosts in the Kremlin. 
There, after greetings, we found that they wanted to break 
up Into sub-committees to get down to Frequency Table de- 
tails right away. So, two of us military types went back to 
the hotel to bring the appropriate papers: arrived in our 
's suite, adder saying 

» two, three, can you hear me?! in Russian to the chan- 
delier, where he had obviously just installed a microphone. 
We waved airily to him, and said "Don't mind us - please 
carry on'', to his obvious embarrassment. 


That evening, we "'swept' our rooms carefully, and found 
at least two rather large and crude microphones in each. 
Chandeliers and plant pots seemed to be the favorite hiding 
places. So we left them there, and used them to feed wrong 
information (and some dirty stories) to the recording staff 
in the basement. Our "Delegation Meetings! were held in 
bathrooms, where our chairman sat on the throne’! and we on 
the floor, because the heavily-tiled bathrooms appeared not 
to be wired for sound. | shall never forget the story told 
of one senior Civil Servant, who found a cable running under 
his carpet from the skirting board: He borrowed a pair of 
wire cutters and nipped the supposed microphone lead. There 
was then a mighty crash and a yell from the room below, as 
the chandelier (supported only by its electric cable) fell 
From the ceiling! 


On the second night, there was a large Reception, with 
much vodka and caviar. Our Chairman, who was rather a cun- 
ning diplomat, set the tone for the evening: asked our host, 

Sir Stanley, what would you like to see whilst you are here 
in Moscow?" and he replied ''Thank you, | think I'd like to 
see the Bolshoi Ballet and Stalin''s Tomb'', In the horrified 
silence which followed, he added "'So sorry, | meant Lenin's 
Tomb'". A colleague and | than discovered several micro- 
phones in plant pots, and put on our special act. | would 
say, "No Tony, you can't tell me that our dear Russian 
friends and allies would wire up this place to spy on us'', 
and he would reply ''No, of course not - and just to prove it, 
I'11 say something | would never say if | thought they were 
listening", and then he would put his face close to the 
“hidden! mike and yell ''**** Joe Stalin!"' We then poured 
our vodka over the microphone, and passed on to the next 
potted palm. 


In our Delegation, we had a bright young man from the 
Foreign Office who spoke Hungarian. He would telephone the 
Embassy and ask for a colleague who had similiar linguistic 
talents. They would chat for a short while, and pass 
messages: then the line would go dead, and the operator 
would break in with profuse apologies. After three days, 
the line remained open, so we figured that they had found 
out what language was being used, and found a suitable 
interpretor. Hungarian was thereafter used to pass false 
information. Of course, nowadays in Moscow, things are much 
more sophisticated. 


We also had with us a shapely secretary from the Admiralty, 
and she had very red hair - which was evidently a great rar- 
ity In Moscow. We walked her frequently across Red Square 
and, (although traffic was then very light, and only Govern- 
ment cars) we always counted several "fenders benders" as 
the chauffeurs drove into one another whilst looking over 
thelr shoulders at Carole. 


Then there was "Olga Polovski, the beautiful spy’ - a trap 
we had been warned about. This deep-voiced siren telephoned 
every one of us in turn, and offered all kinds of delights 
if we would meet her at her apartment. Everyone made dates, 
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and none of us (as far as | know) ever kept them, Apparent- 
ly the deal was that, once you were there and the two of you 
undressed, NKVD agents (now of course called KGB) would 
burst In and take embarrassing photographs, which they hoped 
to use later for blackmail purposes. 


In between all this fun and games, we had a number of 
serfous meetings, at which the bones of the Frequency Table 
were agreed; and we made friends with the Leader of the Rus- 
sian Delegation (then Deputy Minister of Communications), 
and | in particular became friendly with a Red Air Force 
major who had flown our Hurricane aireraft against the Luft- 
waffe, In 1947 these people appeared at the great Atlantic 
City Conference, and partly because of these friendships, we 
were there able to agree on the rules and frequency usage 
which served us well until the recent WARC in 1979. In 
particular, We were able to hold onto most of the 1938 
amateur radio bands, and to agree new allocations at 21 - 
21.45 Mhz; the now famous 2-metre band was established, as 
were 420 - 450 and new bands (some shared) at 1215, 2350, 
5650 and 10,000 Mhz. 


During the conference, our Friends every move was watched 
by a uniformed Colone|l-Conmissar type, whose vocabulary 
seemed to consist solely of the Russian work "'Nyet'', Hap- 
pily, he could not be In two places at once, and by suitably 
arranging meetings, we did get a fair degree of agreement on 
Frequency Allocation. Unfortunately, upon their return to 
the USSR, we heard that these two more cooperative types 
were "purged!, perhaps because they failed to wreck the con- 
ference to the degree thelr masters would have wished, | am 
only glad that we were able to help our friends to have a 
really good time in the US for six months, before they went 
back into the Darkness.

EDISON AS A TELEGRAPHER 
D. K. deNeuf WALSPM 


Thomas Alva Edison, the prolific inventor, as almost 
everybody knows was a Morse telegrapher in his early years. 
But even then he displayed real imagination and inventive- 
ness. On one slow railroad wayside telegraph office job he 
was required to send an identification signal to the dis- 
patcher every hour. So that he could devote his attention 
to more interesting things Edison devised a clock mechanism 
which would transmit the signal automatically. It worked 
perfectly. But the dispatcher claims he found Edison 
asleep on an inspection tour and he fired him, 


On one occasion a flooding river separated a town in 
which Edison worked, washing out the railroad bridge and 
all communications. Edison climbed into the cab of a stall- 
ed locomotive and began signalling in Morse code, calling a 
telegraph operator in another part of town across the river. 
He caught on quickly and commandeered another locomotive. 
Two-way emergency communications was established perhaps 
for the first time, using Morse code via steam whistles! 


Edison eventually graduated into operating in a large 
telegraph office. He was a notably slow hand sender, but a 
real top notch receiver. On his first day at the office 
the Chief Operator wanted to see how good Edison was and at 
the same time probably provide some laughs for the old- 
timers in the office. He assigned him to the "hottest" 
wire in the office, manned by a high-speed artist at the 
other end of the circuit. He started sending to Edison at 
a moderate rate of speed, then kept increasing it until the 
wire almost smoked. A crowd gathered around Edison to 
watch the performance. Finally, exasperated because Edison 
had not once "broken" him to ask for a repeat, he said, 
"Hey, are you really copying all this"? Edison, with a 
telegraphic yawn replied, "Oh yes. Why don't you try send- 
ing with the other foot for a while?
